An enormously 
large acreage is now planted, and the 
work has been done too. in less time and 
at an earlier date than the average crop 
is safely pitched in the fields.

lums for disease. If found, the 'disease 
will be combated, and rigorous measures 
taken to prevent its spread.- 


At the State School for the Blind and 


at the Bock county poor farm there is 
little rlanger of tuberculosis being dis 
covered among the cattle when they are 
examined, astbeylhave at no time shown 
the least signs of being \ afflicted with 
the disease.

Several farmers' herds near this city 


have been found to he afflicted during 
the past year and in several cases the 
cattle were killed. 
: 


During the past few weeks no new 


cases have been reported, although this 
is no sign that this consumptive disease 
does not exist among Bock county cat- 
tle, and in many instances wbere the 
disease appears not to exist it does, and 
is not discovered until ia the last stages.

M.' Stotsenberg. No more pathutic in- 
cident of the Filipino war can be re- 
called than the death of that brave 
officer while leading his regime-nt in a 
victorous charge a short distance east 
of Malolos on April 23, 1SOO. 


Stotsenberg had just returned from a 


•visit to his wife arid daughter at Ma- 
nila. One battalion of the regiment had 
been sent to the relief of a detachment 
of the Fourth cavalry which.bad been 
surrounded. But Major Mulford found 
the enemy too strong. 
The colonel 


waved his sword and rode at the bead 
of the two remaining battalions on to 
the trenches. 
A bullet pierced his 


heart, and the gallant officer fell life- 
less from his horse, while his regiment, 
yelling like mad, charged on to victory. 


The two companies which have most 


distinguished themselves are L of 
Omaha and D of Lincoln. The. captain 
of Company L, the Thurston rifles, is 
Wallace C. Taylor, son of the collector 
of the port of Omaha, Cadet Taylor, 
•who has been prominent in Nebraska 
for years. Taylor has recently been 
promoted to the rank of major for gal- 
lantry. 
' 


It was in the advance on Malolos 


that "Buck" Taylor outdid all his 
former achievements, which have pot 
been small. His company, the Thurs- 
ton rifles, was detailed to take a 
trench held by 100 Filipinos, whose 
sharpshooters were picking oft our 
men in a tantalizing way. The rifles 
numbered about 40 at that time, and 
they tore away after Taylor like a lot 
of demons. They were on pie trenches, 
and still the insurgents stuck to their 
position. 


With guns for clubs, a hand to hand 


battle 
followed. 
"Buck1' and 
his 


3 yonnger brother, Sergeant Herbert B. 


Taylor, fought side by side, each'dub- 
bing his man. 
When the fight was 


over, 70 dead Filipinos lay around the 
trenches, and nine of of the rifles were 
wounded, some dying later. . Captain 
Taylor was shot through the arm. ' He 
was taken to the hospital, where the 
surgeons fixed him up, so that a week 
or two later he resumed his command. 


All of the killed ia the regiment were 


unmarried men, and almost the entire 
roster is of men whose only ties at 
home are thoso of sweetheart and 
mother. The married men were nearly 
all sent homo when the regiments 
were reduced to the minimum.
